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GENERAL REVIEW OF PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
ENGLAND - LINCOLNSHIRE 

The Boundary Commission are to publish modified recommendations 
for the parliamentary constituencies in Lincolnshire on 23 
September 1993. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in 
Lincolnshire were published on 21 May 1992. Objections to these 
proposals led to a public inquiry which was held in Lincoln on 
8 and 9 December 1992. The Assistant Commissioner who conducted 
the inquiry recommended several alterations to the Commission's 
proposals. Having considered his report and recommendations the 
Commission decided to revise their initial proposals. The 
revised proposals were published on 3 June 1993. As with their 
provisional recommendations, the Commission were required to 
consider representations about their revised recommendations 
within one month of local publication. 

The main issue raised in the latest representations was the 
boundary between Grantham and Stamford CC and Sleaford and North 
Hykeham CC. Objections were made to the exchange of the three 
South Kesteven wards, Aveland, Rings tone, and Toller, for the 
five South Kesteven wards of Ermine, Heath, Loveden, Saxonwell, 
and Witham Valley. It was argued that the revised recommendations 
would sever ties between the five wards and the town of Sleaford, 
and also between the three wards and the town of Bourne. 

The Commission examined the evidence presented at the inquiry, 
the Assistant Commissioner's report, and the representations 
regarding the provisional and revised recommendations. They were 
impressed by the evidence' in the latest representations of the 
strong ties between the three wards (Aveland, Rings tone, and 
Toller) and Bourne. They also noted that there had been very 
little objection in the representations about their provisional 
recommendations to the inclusion of the five wards (Ermine, 

Heath, Loveden, Saxonwell, and Witham Valley) from Grantham in 
the seat which contained Sleaford. The Commission therefore 
recommended a return to their provisional' recommendations for the 
seats of Grantham and Stamford and Sleaford and North Hykeham. 
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These recommendations, in addition to maintaining local ties, 
would result in seats that are geographically better in size and 
shape. There would also be a lower disparity between the 
electorates of the two constituencies. 

The Commission propose no further change to the other 
constituencies. The names of the constituencies are unchanged 
from the revised recommendations . 

Modified Recommendations 

The Commission now propose to include the following in their 
report to the Home Secretary, but they will give careful 
consideration to any further representations made in response to 
their public notice: 

i. no further change from the revised recommendations for the 
constituencies of Boston and Skegness CC, Gainsborough CC, 
Lincoln BC, Louth and Horncastle CC, South Holland and the 
Deepings CC; 

ii. the transfer of the South Kesteven District wards of 
Aveland, Ringstone, Toller, from Sleaford and North Hykeham CC 
to Grantham and Stamford CC; and 

iii. the transfer of the South Kesteven District wards of Ermine, 
Heath, Loveden, Saxonwell, and Witham Valley from Grantham and 
Stamford CC to Sleaford and North Hykeham CC. 

Composition of Constituencies 

The Commission now recommend (1991 electorates in brackets): 

i. that no further change be made to the composition of the 
following five constituencies:

GAINSBOROUGH COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (62,796) 

LINCOLN BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (65,087) 

LOUTH AND HORNCASTLE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (65,996) 

SOUTH HOLLAND AND THE DEEPINGS COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (64,244) 

ii. that the composition of the two modified constituencies be: 

GRANTHAM AND STAMFORD COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (67,426) District of 
South Kesteven wards: All Saints, Aveland, Barrowby, Belmont, 
Bourne East, Bourne West, Casewick, Devon, Earlesfield, Forest, 
Glen Eden, Grantham St Johns, Grey friars, Harrowby, Hillsides, 
Isaac Newton, Lincrest, Morkery, Peascliffe, Ringstone, St Annes, 
St Georges, St Marys, St Wulframs, Stamford St Johns, Toller. 
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SLEAFORD AND NORTH HYKEHAM COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (66,382) District 
of North Kesteven wards: Ashby de la Launde, Bassingham, 
Billinghay , Brant Broughton and Stragglethorpe, Branston and 
Mere, Cranwell and Byard's Leap, Eagle and North Scarle, 
Heckington, Heighington, Helpringham, Leasingham, Martin, 
Metheringham, Navenby, North Hykeham Central, North Hykeham 
North, North Hykeham South, North Kyme, Osbournby, Ruskington, 
Skellingthorpe, Sleaford East, Sleaford North, Sleaford South, 
Sleaford West, Waddington East, Waddington West, Washingborough, 
Wellingore; and District of South Kesteven wards: Ermine, Heath, 
Loveden, Saxonwell, Witham Valley.
